the greatest brutality during the anti- 


r,. foreign rioting, the reports say, and 


in many cases their clothing was 
partly torn off by Nationalist soldiers 
in uniform. 


•The reports reiterate that practical- 


ly all the outrages, both against per- 
sons and property were carried out by 
uniformed Nationalists, thus fixing 
the responsibility for the outbreak on 
the Southern forces. 


There is reason to believe that the 


majority of American homes and mis- 
sion properties in the city were looted 
and burned. It is known that the 
Nanking Theological 
seminary and 


the Hillcrest school valuable Ameri- 
can fission properties, were destroy- 
ed-by fire. All the official and per- 
sonal property at the American con- 
sulate was .looted or destroyed by 
uniformed, nationalists. .„ A - 'French

MISSIONARIES ARRIVE 


' Shanghai—(ff)—The first of the 120 
American missionaries who took ref- 
uge in Nanking university from the 
rioting Chinese began to arrive at the 
dock near the American" and British 
warships at 7 o'clock Friday night. 


Among them was Miss Anna E. 


Moffet. a daughter of Lieut. Col. W. 
P. MoiTet, of 421 "Washington build- 
ing Madison, 'who was sent to China 
as a missionary in 1920 by the Pres- 
byterian v Board of Foreign missions. 
She had'been shot twice through the 
body. 
American women in Nanking are 


reported to have been most brutally 
treated by the Chinese. It is believed 
a majority of the American homes and 
mission properties there were de- 
stroyed by Cantonese soldiers. 


•Dispatches from Nanking late Fri- 


day night indicated that the situation 
there ,was easier, with the remaining 
foreigners 
being evacuated. 
There 


had been no gunfire. 


Authoritative advices from Nan- 


king arc that 130 Americans" are still 
ashore. Several are feared to be dead, 
although the authorities are unable to 
determine this fact. 


The number of foreigners killed In 


Thursday's fighting remains to be es- 
tablished. The only American fatality 
thus far confirmed is the death of Dr. 
J. E. Williams of Shawanec, Ohio, 
vice president of Nanking university. 
• Bertram Giles, the British consul 
general at Nanking, who was wound- 
ed in Thursday's fighting has been 
rescued and is aboard the British 
cruiser Emerald.

Tho res- 
rue of Mr. Davis was reported Thurs- 
day by Admiral Williams. "On March 
2J about noon, after both the Japan- 
ese and British consulates had been 
attacked and • the • consuls 
reported 


killed and after the known cold-blood- 
ed murder of one American' riiii.sio'nary 
and the attempted murder of many 
others, all by Nationalist soldjers, the 
Chinese police 'informed' me tliat we 
would be destroyed- unless we could 
escape," Consul Davis said. 


"Accordingly, -oun-pnrty -of one -of- 


ficer, eleven .sailors, nine civilians and 
two children escaped under constant 
fire across-the country to the Socony 
. houses on Standard Oil hill Just above 


the city wall, which are visible from 
the river and where many Americans 
and British already were. 


"Although repeatedly robbed 
and 


threatened by Nation.itlst soldiers my 
vice consul (J. Hall Paxton of Dan- 
ville. Va.) an dthc Socony managed 
to keep them out of the house for two 
hours, but they finally broke in and 
seeing our numbers they retired and 
commenced firing at us in ever in- 
creasing numbers. 


"The American and British 
naval 


vessels then dropped shells immediate- 
ly around tho house and wo escaped 
oxxr the wall. The American consul- 
ate was forced by Nationalist sol- 
diers and Is reported by the Chinese as 
thoroughly looted.

tional standards and that the treat- 
ment of an alien in order to constitute 
an international 
delinquency should 


emount to an outrage, to bad faith, to 
willful neglect of duty or to an in- 
sufficiency of governmental action so 
far short of international standards 
that every 'treasonable and impartial 
man would recognize its insufficiency. 
Whether the 
insufficiency 
pVbceeds 


from .deficient execution of _ an injtel- 
ligent law_or from the "fact that the 
laws of the country do not empower 
the authorities to measure up to in- 
ternal standards is immaterial." 


MIGHT SET PRECEDENT 


The last sentence is considered par,- 


licularly significant, for, if the pend- 
ing oil controversy results in con- 
fiscations of property which are some 
day -made the basis of claims before 
the general claims 
commission, the 


viewpoint might be held binding as a 
precedent- Mexico might claim that 
her laws prevented protection of the 
equities of American citizens but this 
according to 
the claims commission 


would be no excuse inasmuch as the 
claim of a foreigner is based on what 
are known as 
definite international 


standards of equity.

K. Neilsen, while concurring in the 
decision'reached his conclusions in a 
separate opinion. So far as the Unit- 
ed States is concerned, the decision is

An autopsy "" was performed 
late 


Thursday by'Doctors T. W. Nuzum 
and G. K. Wooll, and later a second 
examination was made by Dr. W. A. 
Munn. The physicians 
refused 
to 


make even a guess on how long the 
body had been in the river. "It may 
have been a month, or it may have 
been all winter," they declared. 


The physicians said there was evi- 


dence that a rope had also been tied 
around the man's neck, there being 
a deep welt. Two of the physicians 
were not positive whether the wound 
over the temple amounted to a skull 
fracture or was a bloated bruise. Lit- 
tle could be learned from the examina- 
tion because of the advanced decom- 
position. 


Hope of 
establishing the 
man's 


identity through a pair of shell-rim- 
med glasses with gold bridge and 
temple bars, was dashed Thursday. 


The name on the case was that of 
Dr.'J. W. Bird, Stevens Point, now 
hi Khinelander. A technical descrip- 
tion of the glasses was made over the 
telephone by a Janesville optician to 
Dr. Bird. He was unable to check 
back in his records sufficiently to re- 
veal the identity of the Rock river 
victim, having destroyed them.

a whole. The Scoutmasters explained 
their'specific needs and asked about 
weekend trips, summer camps and the 
use of a council truck.

Mr. Zwicker called attention to a 


1 troop meeting program which ho and 
Mr. Zwicker had watched in action a 
few days ago.' The program covered 
a full period from 7 to 9 p. m. and 
showed that the Scoutmaster knew at 
all times what he was going to do -next 
and how long it would take. 
At no 


time during the evening was the lead- 


: cr more thanx four minutes off his 
schedule. The leader himself had only 
two periods on the program, an in- 
struction period of 10 minutes 
and 


the closing three minutes of final in- 
struction. 


It was decided to hold the round- 


table meetings once a month. They 
will be organized as the ideal Scout 
troop, on the patrol basis. 
Two pa- 


irolfc were organized temporarily, an 
Appleton patrol and an out-of-town 
patrol. P. E. Millington was appointed 
temporary leader of Appleton patrol 
and A, J. DuBois of the out-of-town 
patrol.
